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In early June the Chinese Communist Government sent a delegation to T’oscov 
to discuss the problems of the Korean var with the Soviet Government . This 
delegation vaa led hy I»ITJ Shao-ch* i and included two or three principle 
representatives of the Party and two or three of the armed forces.
